Ubu dada booboo

Let the success of Théâtre 
Ubu's Oulipo Show be a message 
to all small theatre troupes: with 
good press and word of mouth, 
your play can get fantastic mile- 
age. 

Not content with two Mon- 
tréal runs and a tour of Europe, 
director Denis Marleau has 
taken his immensely popular 
absurdist comedy on the road 
again, playing at various Mai- 
sons de la cul turc in the ci ty this 
week. Spurred on by unanimous 
critical approval, warm audi- 
ence reactions and great box 
office, the three man and one 
woman play seems to be as 
# popular as it is bizarre. 

Oulipo is based on a collage 
of texts from a group of early 
60s writers who called them- 
selves by that name. The pro- 
duction hasbeen well served by 
the wit of Marleau's direction 
and the acting of the four princi- 
pals, Carl Béchard, Pierre Chag- 
non, Bernard Meney, and Da- 
nielle Panneton. 

These four display astonish- 
ing range over the course of the 
evening, as each is expected to 



E reduce the voice and manner- 
;ms of literally hundreds of 
different characters. They re- 
count basic stones to the audi- 
ence over and over from differ- 
ent points of view, until the most 
meaningless anecdote of a lost 
button on a bus takes on 
Nietzschcan proportions. 

The set, by contrast, is sparse. 
Lighting/sound effects are 
minimal. If the show makes any 
errors, it is here. In an age when 
technology can add incredible 
dimensions to the theatrical 
experience, especially some- 
thing surrealistic and absurd, 
Ubu has opted for the methods 
of yesteryear. Theone foray into 
the present comes with a series 
of echo-effect voices that ends 
the show. The rest of the play 
rel ies purely on the actors' abili- 
ties to create a bizarre atmos- 
phere. 

Traditionalists may approve 
heartily of this (the theatrical 
equivalent of acoustic instru- 
ments versus synthesizers and 
drum machines) but the use of 
echo mikes at the end is so effec- 
tive that one wishes more could 
have been made of them. 
Oulipo is not just conserva- 



tive in its use of electricity, 
however. The whole theme of 
the play, that we create mean- 
ing from the absurd, is an old 
one in 1990. If it is to be pre- 
sented again, it should be done 
in new ways. While an older 
age group might find the play 
weird and avant garde (remem- 
ber that it is based on a move- 
ment that was radical thirty 
years ago), the play is too nor- 
mal for its own good. To audi- 
ences reared on Khosro Berah- 
mandi and Mondo New York, 
it's positively tame. 

Not to say tha t the acting and 
generalqualityoftheshowisn't 
excellent. Oulipo is rewarding 
and entertaining theatre. The 
warm reception of discriminat- 
ing Montreal audiences is testa- 
ment to this, and continued 
success can only serve as a good 
advertisement for Québec tal- 
ent. It's just not as absurd as it 
could be. Théâtre Ubu could 
leam something from a visit to 
Foufounes.

Montréal artist Noreen Mal- 
lory "enjoys depicting ambigu- 
ity, portraying individuals who 
seem emotionless but could be 
thinking anything." Yet her 
exhibition of recent works 
entitled Notes from Underground 
pinpoints the disposability of 
the modem ci ty, as seen through 
the eyes of people in transit. 

The richness of character 
available for Mallory in 
Montreal's Metro system makes 
the show. Tackled with the tal- 
ent and aesthetic understand- 
ing of a professional, it is given 
new life without sacrificing 
previous perceptions. Mallory 
paints machinery beside flesh, 
the momentary vision of a 
crowd waiting for the Metro. 
Her subject matter is both figu- 
rative and still, allowing for an 
eerie harmony of disconnection 
between people and their envi- 
ronment. 

The people within the frames 
are far from dormant, largely 
due to Mallory's unique style. 
Her large acrylic paintings are 
wrought with obvious, heavy 
brushstrokes without dense 
application of paint. Compari- 
sons to a less gory Bacon or a 
less desperate Van Gogh might 
be made, but Mallory maintains 
individuality with an expres- 
sionistic technique that is origi- 
nal without being visually of- 
fensive. Contrary to her con- 
temporaries competing for the 
neo-post-modernist crown, 
Mallory projects a brooding 
observance and respect for her 
subjects, as opposed to self- 
indulgent exhibitionism. 

Though faithful to the ele- 
ment of realism that makes her 
subject matter distinguishable, 
Mallory takes liberties to inter- 
pret and manipulate. Scenes of 
tunnels, escalators, and people 
seem accurate without being 
sterile. "I use slides for refer- 



ence, but prefer returning to a 
location several times to tracing 
a projection. Freedom is impor- 
tant, restrictions are the last 
thing I need when I'm at work," 
she told the Daily in a recent 
interview. 

Diptychs arc also effectively 
used, lending a three-dimen- 
sional appearance to many of 
the works while reminding the 
viewer "that the images are 
purely paint, and that their illu- 
sions are just that... illusions." 

She added, "I began with 
diptychs years ago, using sepa- 
rate canvases in one painting. It 
was originally for practical rea- 
sons, like transportation, but 
now I use them to divide spaces, 
and break up the perception of 
an audience." 

Straying from a previous 
propensity to naturalism, Mal- 
lory takes great fascination with 
a deeper look at the cliched 
'urban landscape'. "I used to be 
attracted to painting rocks and 
water, until Ibeganrecognizing 
similar forms around me in 
Montreal." 

Rendered in gloomy greys 
and acidic primary colours, 
Mallory's transparent, static 
figures reflect an abscence of 
identity that city-dwellers rec- 
ognize. The scenes are more 
retrospective than poignant, but 
this is a strength, not a weak- 
ness. 

The entire exhibit gives the 
gallery an atmosphere of isola- 
tion. The focus on people un- 
known to the artist, and a tran- 
sit system Mallory has no need 
to use, make her position as 
spectator obvious. But this po- 



sition also allows for objective 
portrayal of an apathetic exis- 
tance, asany Notes from Under- 
ground should be.

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Pigeons coo down on Merritt

There seems to be a special 
category of Canadian mu- 
siedom reserved for innovative 
songwriters who are perpetu- 
ally 'promising,' 'one to watch 
for/ and 'just about to make the 
big break.' 

This is actually a pigeonhole 
used for those too nard to pi- 
geonhole, whose work is me- 
lodic but still challenging, who 
arc not willing to compromise 
their music to pander to the 
hunger of the Amerikkkan 
musick biz for top-40 fodder. 
To hear the critics tell it, Scott 
Merritt has been 'poised on the 
brink of stardom' for the past 
decade. 

But as every Canadian artist 
from Peggy Atwood on has 
discovered. Success here really 
means Survival. By any meas- 
ure but the warped yardstick of 
star-makin' machinery, 
Merritt's already 'made it'. 

Violet and Black is an interest- 
ing turn of events. His last three 
albums. Desperate Cosmetics, 
Serious Interference, and Gravity 
is Mutual, were in essence inde- 
pendent projects, with aid from 
Duke Street Records and such 

E crsonae as Adrian Belcw, 
>aniel Lanois and Laurie An- 
derson producer Roma Baron. 
Critical acclaim followed each, 
but the predicted breakthrough 
(on the model of labelmate and 
friend JaneSibcrry) never came. 

Violet and Black follows 
Gravity is Mutual by about four 



years, and during the interim 
Merritt has secured a fairly lu- 
crative international distribu- 
tion contract. It is tempting to 
credit the smoother, less idio- 
syncratic character of this proj- 
ect to pressure from exccutroids 
and California producers, and 
perhaps some of the sound is 
deliberately aimed at a wider 
audience. 

But at the same time, Merritt 
has achieved a maturity in this 
album only hinted at in earlier 
works. He still hasn't matched 
the energy and humour of his 
live performances, but Violet 
and Black has precision and a 
texture as much of thought as of 
sound. His virtuosity on gui- 
tars, banjos, sitarsand dulcimers 
is carefully underplayed in fa- 
vour of atmosphere. And the 
songwriting, with a couple of 
exceptions, is continually as- 
tounding. 

Merritt focuses here on his 
youth in Brantford, Ontario, 
rooting his sense of whimsy 
more than ever in the realities of 
a factory town dotted with bro- 
ken fcnccsand Catholicschools. 
The rcsul t is a highly subtle sta te- 
ment on the difficulty of com- 
promising wi thou t capi relating, 
and maintaining the imagined 
world against mundane neces- 
sity. 

He does this in lighting 
chains' of images that nearly 
bu t never qui te form narra lives. 
The title track, dedicated to the 
late New York photographer 
Diane Arbus, provides some of 



the most concentrated examples 
— "The Irishman by the 
Brooklyn Bridge smashed a 
bottle down. Ain't it St. 
Sebastian's day. Yeah the ar- 
rows arc invisible, Under that 
shadow with you Jack Knife, 
Cut that colourfield down, 
Down to violet and black. You 
hear the crows flyin' round that 
soul in there. Snap the light 
through the shutter and 
hope..." 

Merritt is able to nail these 
picturcsand the occasional frag- 
ment of plain speech to a musi- 
cal backdrop that crystallizes 
pure intention. 

Thercarctimeson Violet and 
Black where overproduction 
and underwritingdestroy some 
of that clarity. "Sweet Accident" 
sounds like Sting's limousine 
colliding with a saccharine truck 
and "Radio Home" suffersfrom 
an over-obvious climax. The 
flaws distract from the excite- 
ment of the recording, but the 
combination of articulacy and 
passion remains as strong as it 
was ten years ago. 

Massive sales figures remain 
unlikely for Scott Merritt, but 
the more straightforward sound 
of Violet and Black may open 
up previously blinkered ears to 
his skewed perspectives. Per- 
haps he'll use the credibility 
bought with this album to 
self-produce the next, to give 
his throaty vocals greater promi- 
nence and allow his laughter 
more stretching room.

Gypsies film flounders 
after turkey bites dust

The themesof the corruption 
of innocence and endurance of 
the underdog have been ex- 
ploited to exhaustion. Anything 
original produced on cither 
topic would seem a miracle. 
Although Time of the Gypsies 
aspires to shed light on old 
subjects, the best it can do is 
charm the audience into sub- 
mission and then confuse them 
with a massive digression from 
the comedy it claims to be. 

Time of the Gypsies Is the 
tale of Perhan (Davor 
Dujmovic), a Romanian telek- 
enetic gypsy boy brought up in 
poverty. His fathér is an insane 
drunkard, his mother dead, and 
his grandmother a pillar of 
morality. She teaches him re- 
spect and justice amidst loot- 
ings and promiscuity. Perhan 
grows up, falls in love, and real- 
izes he is too poor to supply the 
dowry his girlfriend's mother 
demands. He inevitably turns 
to crime, loses hisli velihood and 
learns his lesson the hard way. 
We watch the closing scenes, as 
his son follows in the slimy 
footsteps to his own doom. 



If the course of events is prc-' 
dictable, the means to Time of 
the Gypsies' ends are freakish. 
Large cardboard boxes move 
across the Romanian landscape) 
as if propelled by some un- 
earthly force, a house is lifted 
from its foundation and left 
floating in mid-air, Perhân's 
only friend is his pet turkey, 
and after the bird's death the 
boy makes gobbling sounds in 
his sleep. 

Director Emir Kusturica ex- 
ercises rare skill to force the 
audience to watch in awe rather 
than disbelief. But problems 
arise when the trust built up in 
the first half of the film is 
breached. 

The beginning of Time of the 
Gypsies shows like a teaser for 
the second half. Comedy is ex- 
changed for heavy-handed trag- 
edy, making death theonly door 
leftopcnfortheamiablccharac- 
ters. At approximately the one- 
hour mark (the movie is two 
hours and ten minutes) the tone 
ischanged,almostmandatorily, 
to provide a con trast and a poi nt 
to theprecedinghumour.Given 
the subtleties already provided, 
it seems little enough to ask for 



some transition and consistency 
in the duration of the film. 

Yugoslavian director Kus- 
turica won the prize for Best 
Director at Cannes last year, and 
deservedly so. The working of 
the cast and cameras is little 
short of masterpiece-level. 
Convincing and artistic while 
remaining true to its subject 
matter — the gypsies as a mys- 
tical people in struggle — 
Kusturica's talent and vision arc 
more than apparent. 

The film's major flaws come 
not from the performances of 
any given technician or artist, 



but in the screenplay. Mingling

Globalizing labour 




Journalist Lome Slolnick built 
an important reputation through- 
out the 1980s covering labour for 
the Globe and Mail, as the sole 
reporter on thebeat.Hewas trusted 
as a critical but caring voice for 
Canadian workers and their un- 
ions in the establishment arena. In 
1989, he and the labour beat were 
both ousted. He reflects on his 
experience in this excerpt from an 
interview with Border/Lines, a 
Toronto cultural journal. 



Those loopy Soviets 



The Left Business Observer 
presents a critical view of per- 
estroika in an on-going series of 
features on the Soviet system of 
central planning and its current 
experiment ivitn market reforms. 
Editor Doug Henwood observes 
that some of the USSR's 'radicals' 
demand pure market relations that 
even America's most enterprise- 
hugging rightists shy away from. 

When you talk with Soviet 
radicals about market reforms, 
it becomes quite clear they have 
little idea what they mean, and 
that their thinking is based 
almost entirely on the dreamy 
abstractions of neoclassical 
economists. Many literally do 
not believe that there are 30 000 
to 100000 homeless in New 
York; such a thing couldn't 
happen in the world's richest 
country, one where the magical 
market operates so freely. Some 
Soviets argue that because some 
U.S. workers own shares in their 
employers, the U.S. is on the 
road to socialism. 



Ed Hewett, a Sovietologist at 
the Brookings Institution who 
shares the mainstream 
economist's affection for mar- 
ket mechanisms, says that So- 
viet economists have no inter- 
est in his advice to be cautious 
in their rush to de-statify, that 
there is an important role for a 
strong state in economic reform. 
Soviet economists, says Hewett, 
advise him to read Milton 
Friedman — the market will fix 
everything. 

Some of these radical mar- 
ketizers are kind of loopy. At a 
recent seminar in New York, 
Andrei Kuteinikov, a junior 
scholar at Soviet UJS.-Canada 
Insti lute who wri tes on econom- 
ics for Moscow News, argued that 
Gorbachevislittlediffcrentfrom 
Brezhnev. Nothing has really 
changedsincel985,hesays,and 
what the country really needs is 
a benevolent dictator to force 
the USSR into its radiant future. 
(Many radicals, though not 
Kuteinikov himself, offer South 
Korean authoritarianism as a 



model). When Kuteinikov de- 
nounced Gorbachev's stubborn 
advocacy of protectionism and 
state planning, I pointed out to 
him that that combination 
proved quite successful for 
Japan and South Korea. 
Kuteinikov replied, "We don't 
know much about Japan and 
South Korea." A dangerous 
oversight fora country entering 
the world market in the 1 990s. . . 

There is little popular sup- 
port for such marketizers, 
though they do get the ear of 
our press. Roughly 80 per cent 
of the population reject the lais- 
sez-faire thrust of perestroika — 
opposing vast labour force cuts, 
opposing greater inequality of 
income, and refusing to blame 
the USSR's economic problems 
on "socialism," if that's what 
the old system could be called.
